OBEY THE LAW

Remodel Boards as Fast 


‘ as: Possible. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey a"- 
nounced Monday afternoon that the so- 
called billboard trust had agreed to re- 
model all its billboards to conform to 
the 1906 ordinance as rapidly as the work 
of reconstruction can be done. This, 
he said, would end the fight the bill- 
board companies have been making for 
an ordinance not so drastic as the 1906 


law now in effect. 
McKelvey said the change in the bill- 


board companies’ attitude was com- 
municated to him at noon, when Frank 
FP. Hopkins, general manager of iiie 
Thomas Cusack company, and Jepthsa 


city hall. Howe, an attorney and for- 
mer Republican boss of St. Louis, has 
been representing the billboards in their 
efforts to repeal the 190 ordinance and 


pass a substitute measure.

ly was a friend of Harry (Cotton) 
Burke, one of the prisomers. 

The others under arrest are Gustav 
Birkle, 31, whe lived at 1415 Salisbury 
street with Burke, who is 30 years old: 
Harry Rapple, 35, married, of 34382 North 
Ninth street, and George (Red) Gray, 25 
of 4322 North sroadway. Burke, Birkle 
rd Rapple are hucksters. 

Hufnagel was standing back of his 
bar, when four men drove up in an au- 
tomobile, at 9 p. m. Qme man stayed 
at the wheel and kept the engine go- 
ing while his companions went into th» 
saloon. They pointed revolvers at Hu:- 
nagel and ordered him to hold up his 
hands. 

Hufnagel grabbed a hatchet and was 
running toward them when he was shot 
three times. The highwaymen, without 
taking any money, ran out the saloon 
door, leaped into the waiting machine 
and sped south, escaping. 

Neighbors Witness Escape. 

Neighbors, sitting on their porches, 


shots and watched the robbers escape. 

Hufnagel’s bride died of grief 17 days 
after he was slain and was buried in 
the same grave with him in Calvary 
Cemetery. : 

Several times the police have an- 
nounced they « had important clews 
which wouid lead to the arrest of sus- 
pects “fn the. case,“but* none develope. i 
until Sunday. 

Sergt. Patrick Burke and patrolmen 
from the Angelica street police district 
learned Mrs. Hannel had infornfation 
about the Hufnagel murder. They vis- 
ited her at her residence and she told 
them a story upon which the four men 
were arrested. 

Mrs. Hannel said she met Burke two 
years ago in Springfield, Ill. A month 
later she came to St. Louis and lived 
at the same house with him at 145 
Bremen avenue. Later they moved to 
3611 North Eleventh street, then moved 
back to the Bremen avenue address, 
and, on Sept. 8, 1912, went to live with 
his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Schlaff, at 
1951 Benton street. 

The morning after Hufnagel was 
slain. she said, Burke came home at 
6:30 and said, ‘‘For God’s sake, if the 
police come after me don’t tell them I 
have been here and don’t tell them 
where I am.’’ 

She said she asked whaf was the mat- 
ter and that Burke replied they had 
held up and shot Hufnagel during the 
night. She said he told her that Birkle, 
Rapple and Gray were in the party with 
him, that Rapple’s machine had broken 
down and Rapple wantéd the others 
in the party to help pay the damages. 

She said Burke did not remain home 
that day, but returned the day after

“Every intelligent man in this ward 
is for the immediate completion of the 
bridge, but we are not going to stand 
for any graft or grab or anything of 
the sort., If the bridge is to be com- 
pleted it’s got to be done the right way, 
with the right approach and with the 
least expense. If any other plan is 
submitted for us to vote upon, the 
Eighth Ward can be counted on to 
come up again with its two-thirds ma- 
jority vote, but it won't be the kind of 
majority that will do the A. &-M. com- 
bine the least bit of good. Ford, our 
delegate, is standing solid against the 
Reber approach, My only criticism of 
him is that his position is not that of 
the leading men of this ward, both Re- 
publicans » and Democrats, with whom 
I have discussed the matter.” 

E. P, Angermueller, a druggist, at 
1637 South Broadway, is another advo- 
cate of the Reber saab ee He is a 
Republican. 

“I have always ‘hen for the Reber 
approach," he said. ‘Ford was sent to 
the House to respect the wishes of the 
majority of the voters of this ward 
From what I am able to read and hear. 
he is falling far short of it.” 

Ford Declared for Action. 

Joseph H. Westrich, a Democrat, in 
the employment of: Hecht Bros. Cloth- 
ing Co., at 1224 Washington. avenue,. is 
also in favor of the Reber approach.

bank in the hands of proper authorities 
to conserve its assests for the benefit 
of creditors and stockholders. 

“Resolved, further, That Gen. Luke

He is known to have 
been a decided bull in a falling market 
for at least 60 days. 

It is also stated, on what is regarded 

as high authority, that many 
Memphis business men are involved in 
the same bull movement, although noth- 
ing was given out definitely. 
. CG, H. Raine is a brother of Gilbert D. 
Raine, publisher of the Memphis News- 
Scimitar, but they have no business 
conriections. 

Raine entered the bank 30 years ago 
as a clerk and became president in 1903. 
At one time he was the owner of a large 
string of trotting horses. 

The Raine family is one of the most 
widely known in business, social and 
financial centers in the South and the 
Mercantile Bank was one of the South’s 
pioneer banking institutions. 

The bank’s directorate includes some 
of the wealthiest men in Memphis. One 
of the vice-presidents is Luke E. Wright, 
once Governor-General of the Philippines 
and later Secretary of War.

Resolutions Declare Printed 
Map Was Distorted, Not Show- 
ing Gerhart Approach. 


The Centra] Trades and Labor Union 
Sunday adopted resolutions denouncing 
the Business Men’s League and the Post- 
Dispatch for their activity for the Reber 
ree Bridge approach, and affirming the 
belief of the union in the integrity of the 
tnaembers of the House of Delegates. 

The resolutions charged that the Post- 
Dispatch printed a “distorted” map of 
East St. Louis. 

J. P. MeDonough, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the Union, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
the ‘“‘distortion’’ consisted of the fail- 
ure of the Post-Dispatch map to show 
the Northeast, or Gerhart, approach, 
which is favored by the Union, 

Resolutions by the Union. 

The resolutions, in part, read: 

“The members of the House of Dele- 
gates were elected on a platform tha: 
pledged them to repeal this discredited 
Iteber approach, and they should keep 
faith with the people and should repeal 
it. regardless of the intimidation and 
threats of the B. M. lL. (Big Miit 
League), or-its subservient daily press, 
which should know that the people will 
not vote bonds for the Reber approach, 
It is time that the newspapers of this 
city should confihe themselves to telling 
the people the truth, as it is, regardless 
of whom it affects. 

“™he bridge is going to be completed, 
but it is going to be completed right, as 
a free bridge, or it should stand there 
as a monument to the efforts of the re- 
bate grabbers to give it away to the in- 
terests. 

“Another thing we have not lost sight 
of is Little Jep’s Southern Traction 
franchise. That must be repealed, as 
per the pledges of all the political para- 
sites last spring, or we will vote no 
bonds until it is.’’ 

Map Used Was B. P. I.- Copy. 

The map published in the Post-Dis- 
patch was a reproduction of the map 
officially in use by the Board of Public 
Improvements, a copy of which was fur- 
nished to the Post-Dispatch by President 
Kinsey of the board. 

The Southern Traction loop franchise 
is not a bridge franchise, but a grant 
permitting the company to build a loop 
over certain downtown streets in St. 
Louis and leading to the bridge, regard- 
less of the East Side railroad approach. 
Bills are now pending in. the Municipal 
Assembly reducing the term of the loop 
franchise from 50 to 25 years, and giving 
the city the right to purchase the loop 
at the end of 10 years. 

The Municipal Assembly some time 
ago dropped serious consideration of 
the Gerhart approach as impractical 
and too expensive. The estimated cost 
would be four to five millions. 

These facts have been set forth re- 
peatedly in the Post-Dispatch.

SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 
In every part of the republic are middle-aged 
and elderly men who on this date, the hundredth 
anniversary of Samuel J. Tilden’s birth, will pay 
to one of the greatest’ of Democrats tributes in 
thought or speech which are based on personal 
remembrance of his wisdom, self-restraint and 
patriotism. 

“Fair-minded Republicans will concede now 
that he was actualy elected,” says Secretary 
Bryan. 

On that point it is sufficient to recall at this 
time little more than that a popular majority 
exceeding 250,000 was cast in 1876 for Mr. Tilden. 
If the votes for him returned from any one of 
the four disputed stajgs of Oregon, Louisiana, 
South Carolina and Florida had been permitted 
to be counted for him, he would have had a 
constitutional majority in the electoral college, 
as well as a popular majority. . 

That disputed election was one of. the great 
crises in our .istory. _Many elements made the 
mexicanizing of the Union a very real perl. 
One civil war had been left behind by only -10 
years. Passion ran high. The prejudices with 
which new as well as old issues were viewed 
were violent and hateful. Thousands of men 
te whom a stolen presidency alone meant only 
a stolen office were prepared to fight for a 
presidency that meant the restoration of governu- 
{ment based on fundamental ideals of honesty and 
equity. 

The thieving city bosses and thieving state 
canal ring bosses Gov. Tilden had overthrown in 
New York had their counterpart in national af- 
fairs. If numberless Democrats and Liberal Re- 
publicans believed that these Federal thieves, 
safeguarded by the prestige of the party that 
had saved the Union, would never be put down 
except by reyolution, they had good reason for 
their belief. It was of this timé of which Charles 
A Dana wrote his famous passage: 

The Secretary of the Navy plundered mil- 
lions. The Secretary of Wer sold public 
places and put the swag in his pocket. ‘The 
Secretary of the Interior was forced by uni- 
versal indignation to resign hig office.. The 
private secretary of the President dealt in 
whisky that had defrauded the reventies. The 
vast gambling scheme of Black Friday had . 
its fulcrum within the portals of the White 
Hiouse and counted the President's own fam 

' {ly among the conspirators. It was a period 
of shameless, ineffable, unblushink villainy 
pervading the highest circles of public power. 

Internecine strife over the. presidency will 

never again threaten in as acute a form as when 
men believed the office was being stolen from 
Mr. Tilden to safeguard great criminals of state.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Burton E. Babcock 
of Syracuse, N. Y., announces in a

thought direct by wireless. 


“A few hundred: volts of wireless con- 
trolled into a small, strong and .contin- 


uous current a few inches in diameter,” 
he writes, “will not only convey sound 
in the form of ordinary conversation, 
but will transfer thought from brain to 
brain. 

‘When one is accustomed to this 
method of communication a tonversa- 
tion can be carried on over a distance 
of several miles without any audible 
sounds whatever.
